Eventually these acid att- 
acks result in decay. 

No way has yet been 
found of removing bacteria 
permanently from __ the 
mouth, although brushing 
temporarily decreases the 
number of bacteria. But 
Sugar can be eliminated - 


can be reduced, 
The teeth of those who 
eat sweet snacks frequent-~ 
ly during the day are sub- 
jected to almost continuous 
acid attacks, 

Brushing immediately | 


after eating does help to 
remove some of.the sugar 
before it is. converted to 
When brushing is not 
possible, the mouth should 
at least be. rinsed with 
clear water. 


How should I brush my 
teeth? 


Your dentfst can tell 
you the best method of 
toothbrushing * for you. 
Three good general rules 
are: 

l, Brush 
after eating. 

2. Brush each area at 
least ten times - the sur- 
fsces next tothe cheeks and 
next vo the tongue and the 
upper and lower chewing 
surfaces, 

3, Brush the upper teeth 
down toward the biting edge 
and the lower teeth up 
toward the biting edge,

Does a decayed tocth 
ever heal itself? 
No, it does not. Once 


decay has begun in a tooth, 
the only way the progress 
of this desease can be 
stopped is for a dentist 
to remove the decayed part 
and place a restoration in 
the tooth.

Will we have a vaccine 
against tooth decay some 
day? 


As dental researchers 
learn more and more about 
the role of mouth bacteria 
in causing tooth decay, a 
vaccine may become areal 
possibility. 

Meanwhile research in- 
to the causes and preven- 
tion of dental diseases is 
being carried out on many 
fronts. Experiments with 
guinea pigs ahd hamsters 
are being conducted at the 
National Institute of Dental 
Research in Bethesda, Md. 
These . experiments. have 
led to the establishment of 
a direct cause and effect 
between certain bacteria 
and dental decay in the 
oratory tests’ have shown 
that germ-free animals

Your own dentist is the

What is meant by eros- 
{on of the teeth? 


Erosion ts a decalcifi- 
cation (dissolving) of the 
enamel of the teeth, It oc- 
curs most frequently atthe 
gum line, 

There is considerable 
evidence that suggésts ero- 
sion is a result of the act- 
jon of acids, Drinking le- 
mon juice or other highly 
acid beverages frequently 
can result in eroston, Once 
the acid etches the tooth 
surface, toothbrushing 
easily removes the soft~ 
ened tissue, 

As preventive measures 
dentists usually recom- 
mend limiting the amount 
of strongly acid food and 
beverages consumed, pro- 
per toothbrushing and 
regular dental checkups. 
In some cases, it may be 
necessary for the dentist 
to restore the eroded area 
with a filling or a crown,

Those who rely on physi- 
cians’ prescriptions as the 
major source of their drugs 
are expert at deception, In 
desperation, they acquire 
Knowledge of available 
facts about the signs and 
of certain dis- 
eases. They cultivate an 
uncanny ability to produce 
rigidity; they 
swallow air and produce 
marked distention of the 
small bowel and even sub- 
mit to surgery to get their 
drug. When a true disease 
condition is closely imi- 
tated by the addict, he fre- 
quently is successful in 
obtaining a drug. as paid 
medication, 

It is difficult for addicts 
to conceal withdrawal sym- 
ptoms, and there may be 
obvious marks where in- 
jections have been made, | 
Whenever a physician is 
able to make the diagnosis | 
of addiction, the proper | 
State or federal authori- 
ties are to be notified,

State Cause 
Damages 


The state’s third winter 
|freeze last week has cost 
Alabama farmers over $7,- 
000,000 according to Ala- 
bama Agriculture Com- 
missioner A, W, Todd, 
“Reports from our sta- 
tisticlans indicate this fi- 


gure is  conservative,’’ 
Todd satd, ‘‘for the full 
extent of damage cannot 


be determined immediate- 
ly, This latest freeze, com- 
bined with the twoprevious 
severe weather periods, 
will have lasting damaging 
effects to our agriculture, 

“Our pastures and 
grazing lands are virtually 
destroyed,”’ Todd said, 
“‘and our truck crops, whi- 
ch are usually plentiful at 
jthis time of year are al- 
most non-existent, Our or- 
|chards and nurseries have 
been hard hit,” 


Phe poultry industry has 
suffered the most exten- 
sive immediate loss, Todd 
pointed out, 


“Our department has 
checked with over 50 of 
the major poultry  pro- 


ducers in the state and the 
story {ts just aboutthe same 
everywhere,’ he — said, 
“They all have suffered 
tremendous losses.”’ 

Latest figures from the 
Agriculture Department 
Statisticlans indicate total 
broiler, layer and egg loss- 
es will be in excess of 
$3,000,000 during the hard 
freeze, 

Todd, who 
toured much of the state 
during and following the 
freeze, said that the wea- 
ther was the most severe 
in 50 years in the Central 
and Southern sections, 

The Agriculture Comm- 
issioner has asked Gov. 
Wallace to urge U, S, Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Or- 
ville Freeman to declare 
Alabama a farm disaster 
area. 

A breakdown on the es- 
timated farm damage Jan. 
22-25: 

POULTRY - $3,000,000 
caused by birds freezing, 
frozen water lines limiting 
water supply, smothering, 
crowding in houses, up to 
35% reduction in produc- 
tion of eggs. 
LIVESTOCK-$2,000,000 
caused by loss of grazing 
lands which are all vir- 
tually destroyed, thereby 
forcing cattlemen to turn 
to hay and grain for feed-° 
ing. 

Truck Farming - $750,- 
000. Produce from state 
truck farms almost non- 
existent, 

FRUIT - $750,000, Or- 
badly damaged, 
many buds lost, 
Miscellanous - $500,000 
Conservative estimate of 
damage to buildings, equip- 
ment, lost man-hours, etc.

Use of antibiotics can some- 
times be harmful as well as 
helpful. It’s important to know 
the difference, 


Antibiotic sensitivity 
probably is the most dra- 
matic danger, Although this 
condition does not often 
kill an animal, it may pro- 
duce shock, hives and other 
skin reactions and may 
magnify the illness. 

Generally, the antibiotic 
sensitivity may ne induced 
by frequent indiscrim- 
inate use Of the drugs at 
the first suspicion that 
“‘something may bewrong.”’ 
lo avoid this problem, dis- 
cretion should be exercised 
in the use of antibiotics 
and any reaction should be 
veterinarian, 

Tough, hard-to-treat, 
hard-hitting disease orga- 
nisks may survive onfarms 
where antibiotics have been 
used rather freely and im- 
properly, 

The third danger is that 
antibiotics may destroy 
some “‘friendly’’ bacteria 
in an animal, such as in 
the digestive tract, and ac- 
tually retard the recovery 
of an animal, 


Certain antibiotics 
have been a boon to live- 
stock health. But like so 


many other late advances 
in livestock science, it is 


generally a good idea to 
check with a veterinarian 
as to when an antibiotic 


should be used, and which 
ione should be used,

HOW TO ELIMINATE 
TARNISH, EGG STAINS 
FROM SILVERWARE

Che figures in the Pensi- 
ons and Security Depart- 
ment’s Annual Report (Octo- 
ber 1, 1961-Septem! 30, 
1962) show that 174 ises 
in Coffee County were re- 
ceiving public assistance at 

e end of the fiscal year. 
rhese persons are receiving 
under the following catego- 
rie 1224 (or 70%) Old 
\ge Pensioners, 197 are 
Totally and Permanently 
Disabled, 38 are bline 19 
are minor children in foster 

4 received Medic As- 
sistance to the Aged re. 
eived Temporary Aid, 263 
families received Aid to De- 


pendent Children Assistance. 


Alabama has no general 
relief program as do some 
ealthier states, (Alabama 
ranks third from the bottom 
inpercapita income.) There- 
fore, the Pensions and Se- 
curity Department does not 
give assistance to able bod- 
ied unemployed persons. 

The average age of Old 
Age Pensioners is over 75, 


none are under 65 
are 90 and above. About 
third of them receive Social 
Security payments too low to 
meet their needs, receiving 
on the average about $38 in 


and some 
a 


Social Security and about 
the same amount from the 
Pensions and Security De- 
partment. The pensioners 


not physically able to 
work in the main. The maxi- 
mum amount that an Old Age 
Pensioner can receive is 
575, If he has other income, 
is less. Today’s high st- 
indard living makes it 
harder for these people to 
manage on what they receive. 
Many are ill and medical ex- 
penses are high also. 

The next largest number 
of recipients are the 263 fam- 
ilies in which are 750 de- 
pendent children under 18. 
In none of these homes are 
there two able-bodied par- 
ents. The children have lost 
a parent’s support through 
death, disability, imprison- 
ment, or desertion. The mo- 
ther, if able bodied, is ex- 
pected to work if a job can 
be found and plans made for 
the care of her children while 
it work. (A disabled father 
is always expected to work 
too, insofar as he is able.) 
Older boys and girls are ex- 
pected to find suitable jobs 
alter school, on Saturdays, 
and during vacations. These 
people must try to help them- 
selves before they can qual- 
ify for aid. Aid to Depend - 
ent Children families get 
help on the average of three 
often for a shorter 
time. The average grant per 
child per month is only $11.07, 
Every effort is made to re- 
habilitate these families. 

The remainder on welfare 
rolls are blind, permanently 
and totally disabled, child- 
ren in foste foster ‘homes and per-
